ALSH, 

Lord J. RUSSELL said that, ae far as he knew, the 
Treaty was in existence between France and Sardinia, 
providing for the annexation. lle had already stated 
that France would not proceed to the annexation with- 
out consulting the Great Powers. In support of this 
statement, he readthe passage referring to the annexa- 
tion fromthe Emperor's Speech. What he understood 
on the matter was, it appeared trom the correspondence 
that it was the opinion of the French public that the 
ereation of a State in Northern or Central Italy, contain- 
ing nine or twelve millionsof inhabitants, was a change 
for the worse in the situation of France. In 

stead of small States on the borders of the 
Alps, there should be a great lower, and supposing, in 
case of war, that Power combined with other Towers, 
it would have the means of injuring France on the 
side of Nice or Savoy. France, having contributed to 
make this situation, considered it only fair aud equitable 
to ask for a more secure Írontier on the side of the 
Alps. This was the substance. of the communication, 
Ine Emperor declared Lhe would not proceed to the 
annexation without consulting the Great lowers. lle 
would not, of course, say what the Lmperor would do, 
in case the great lowers disapproved ef the annexa- 
tion. He would not say anything beyond what the 
Emperor himecit said — that he would not act with- 
out consulting the Powers; but he believed that the 
opinion is clear and ubanimous among the (rent 
Powers that France would not require what would give 
alarm or disguletude to Europe. Ile believed that 
France woula not proceed te the annexation. There 
was matter for discussion among the Great l’owers, 


as France, certainly, was not going to proceed to 
the ansexation at once, but she would decide 
upon an equitable course after due consideration of 


the subject by the Great Lovers, and if the Creat 
Powers considered that the annexation should not 
take place, France would not proceed to attempt 
it. The views of her Majesty's (iovernment were 
contained in the papers. lle had been asked on 
what day a discussion would take place on the subject. 
lt was not usual for Government to fix a day. They did 
not wish to invite a vote cither of censure or approval. 
‘The papers would be distributed among the members, 
and it Was free to any 10 propose a motion and name a 
day the Government did not intend to do either.
